Accidexts to life and limb, from a variety 
of causes, are always extremely common 
among digging comraunitie.s ; in fact, they 
may be said to form ]>art of the daily e.\- 
periences of a digger’.s life. Goiierally 
speaking, the.se are the outcome of care- 
lessness in some form or otlier ; and news- 
paper writing will not avail to lessen the 
general tendency to carelessness. Iiidivi- 
dinil oases it may be able to point out a 
remedy for ; but it can never go beyond 
this. And accidents, — besides, it may ,be, 
the loss of an arm, or a leg, — ahvay.s bring 
other losses in their train ; losses of time, 
and of money. In some degree to cover 
these latter losses, our Bendigo correspon- 
dent, in his letter in another part, suggests 
to tlie miners that they should form a 
“ Minors’ Accident Fund," As he says, 
thn formation of such a fund has been at 
tended witli success on the Victor iaii Ben 
digo, at the Thames, and elsewhere. We 
wonder, indeed, that these funds have not 
long since heeii established in many nf tlie 
Otago mining districts. The reason has 
not been- that there has been no need of 
them. The Mount Ida district, for an in- 
stance, lias long held an equivocal renown 
in the matter of accidents ; and, indeed, 
wherever mining is carried on, from the 
very nature of the work, accidents may be 
always expected to be of greater or less 
frequency. The mining history of Crom- 
well has not in the past been without its 
dark pages of direful disasters, fatal and 
otlierwi.se; and the lamentable presumption 
is that, witli the lapid extension of minim: 
enterprise in the vicinity of the Bannock- 
burn and Carrick Range, the catalogue of 
casualties in the future will not be Its 
sen;d. Benefit societies, in the shape of 
Odd-Fcllows’ and Foresters’ Lodges, liavc 
been established in many of the minin': 
districts of the Province, and do much in 
the way of relieving such cases. But there 
are often disabilities preventing member- 
ship in these or similar societie.s; and there 
are many persons even who will not take 
the trouble to join them. To tliese, in case 
of accidental injury, a “ Miners’ Accident 
Fund” would prove a real blessing; and 
would often, by advancing the moan.s ne- 
cess.u 7 to jirovide a surgeon, be instrii 
mental in saving valuable time to many a 
subscriber. We think tlie pro]josd i.s 
worthy the serious consideration, not onlv 
of our own local mining communities, but 
of all such thi'oughout the Province. 

In connection with this subject of acci- 
dents, a short time ago we advocated the 
establishment of a Branch Hospital in 
Cromwell, for the temporary reception of 
urgent cases. The suggestion was taken 
into consideration by some of our town 
residents, we believe ; but it was thought 
that, on the grounds of expense jirinci- 
pally, sucli an in.stitiition could not be eili- 
cieutly worked. The case of the late 
George HEtDEi.nEHG, (rcgirding which a 
letter a]>jiears in another ooliimn,) how- 
ever, show.s that some sort of provision is 



necessary for the temporary treatment 
here of those whose immediate removal to 
the Dunstan institution' is' attended with 
danger. This provision might be accom- 
plished by a public committee appointed 
to collect subscriptions for the purpose of 
furnishing hotel or otlier accommodation 
to all such sufierers ; — or the Local Com- 
mittee in connection with the Dunstan 
Hospital might have such power given to 
them as would enable them to meet the 
requirements of any similar case. It may 
be that they already are empowered in 
this manner; if so, it would be well that, 
in cases like that of HEtDEiBERG, they 
should lay out a few pounds in providing 
accommodation for the sufi'erer. Similar 
cases are, happily, of rare occurrence ; but 
their rarity can be no reason that a similar 
course of action will be the only available 
one when the next does occur. So far as 
poor Heidei.bero is concerned, any step 
in this direction is too late ; the man has 
fallen a victim to tliis unfortunate de- 
fect in the state of things. Let us hojie 
that it will be long before any action by 
such a committee as we have suggested is 
required : hut let us hope, also, tliat if the 
occasion arises, some arrangements will 
have been made to do away witli any risk 
that a fellow-creature's life will be jolted 
out of him on the execrable road to the 
Dunstan. 



SojfE remarks which fell from Mr Taylor 
at the nomination on Wednesilay last, pier- 
haps deserve an explanation at our h inds. 
While upon the Water Question, he sjioko 
as if he helieved that, in onr articles upon 
this subject, we were actuated by private 
animosity against him, — or spite, as it is 
generally called. Now, we desire to assure 
Mr Taylor that in tliis belief he is alto 
gether mistaken.

W e 
will not deny that we have coininentcd 
severely upmn Mr Taylor’s aciion in re- 
ference to the matter of water supply ; 
Imt always upon his action as Mavor of 
Cromwell, and a member of the Public 
Works Committee, not as a private citizen. 
Of Jtr Taylor’s singleness of purpose, and 
earnest desire to advance tii;i interests of 
the town there can be no qiiesiion ; and w,- 
only wish his perseverance had berii a|i- 
plied to the Firewood Creek selieine of 
water supply. If there were uotliiiig else, 
Mr T.vylor’s action iu the matter of the 
Carrick Race, and of the Athemetiin Hall, 
entitle luiji to tlio thanks of every miner 
in the district, and of every citizen in the 
town. But tint ho lias done as much for 
tile town wliilst Mayor as it has been pos 
siblo for him to do, we deny. Wc hope 
that Mr Taylor will take these reiivirks 
in tile spirit in which they are writt'D. 
We indite them not in any spirit of eriiiLe- 
ing, but simply in order to iiisabuso his 
mind of the iilea that in ani/thlinj we liave 
written concerning him, wo havm done 
auglit but criticised, faiily and lionouraldy, 
his jniblic actions. 

Another matter also came up at the 
nomination, which it will jiassibly be s,s 
well for us to say a few wonls iqnm, now 
that we are on personal fojfics, \Ye know 
that it has often been insinuated, in cer- 
tain quarters, that we have been to some 
e.xtent under the inllnence of a certain 
gentleman in this toivn. But never be- 
fore liad it been made .a subject of public 
talk ; so tliat we have never bad a fair op 
portunity of publicly rebutting the insinua- 
tion. We will simply state here, that 
Jicrer, since the setting-up of our news- 
paper pu'css in Cromwell, h.as cay p^rivat • 
individual been jirivilegnil to any advaii- 
t.ige inconsistent with the .strict rules of 
journalistic etiquette. It is a diliicult 
v;isk to conduct a newspaper iu a small 
cotnmmiity ; but we liaz.ird the ojdniou 
that nearly twenty years’ experitmee iu all 
phases of colonial jouriiiiUsni afi'ords some 
guarantee tliat we are able to do so witli- 
oiit extraneous advice or assistanre. Wc 
are sorry for having to intrude this ile- 
acrijrtion of matter ; but “the ugly thing-s” 
wVl crop) up, and are pierhaps as well ex- 
plained away, — let us hopie for ever.

The complainants sought to recover the sum 
of £50 for damage alleged to have been caused 
to their water-race by tailings from defendants’ 
claim. The hearing was adjourned on the pre- 
vious Court-day to allow of the production of 
further evidence as to e.vtent of damage. 

Mr Allanby, solicitor for compluinauls, stated 
that Mr Smythies, surveyor, had visited the 
Luggale, and e.xamined the race, and would now 
give evidence. 

H. W. Smythies, sworn, stated I examined 
the complainants’ race on the 13;h Inst., and 
found there was a considerable quantity' of silt 
in it from the head to about half .a mile below 
the fluming. Took particular notice of the 
parts that were silteil up, and the depth of the 
silt. The greatest depth of silt iii any' part of 
the r.aco was six inches, and that depth extended 
ever twenty ch.aiiis. Other portion." were silted 
up to the extent of from one to four inches in 
depth, Witli one inch of silt, tlic race would 
carry four sluice-heads of w.ater. It would take 
one man about a fortnight to clean ont the race. 
The silt consisted of line sand and light soil, 
and resembled tailings. 

In cross-examiu.ation by Mr F. J. AVilson, 
(counsel for defendants), the witness said he 
thought the race would carry six sluice-heads. 
Only about one head was running .at the time of 
witness’s visit. There were no triliutarics of any 
consequence running into the race. 

By the Warden The race was not sufficiently 
choked to prevent the one sluice-hcar! Bowing in 
it. The race w.as about 14 inches wide, and 12 
inches rleep. 

This was the case for complain.ants. 

Mr Wilson submitted th.at the complain.ants 
hail really proved nothing ; that they had gh'en 
no evidence to show they had suffered any ma- 
terial wrong ; and that if they were entitled fco 
any damages, the amount claimed w.as absurdly 
excessive. They had not proved tlie loss of a 
single day’s time until after the 1st of May. 

The Warden, iu giving judgment, said :--Tho 
plaintiffs have proved that their r.ace was da- 
maged by talliiig.s discharged into the w.atcr- 
eourse at head of their race from defendants' 
workings. This lias Icon clearly tiuced to de- 
fendants, up to the 1st May, other miners being 
then avorking in the same gully. On l.at May, 
plaintiffs shut off tlio greater part ot the water, 
as the race was fiiiing up fast. The evidence 
witli regard to amount of damage up to 1st May 
has been very conflicting. I’laiiilifi's say it wouM 
have taken two men two weeks to clean it out. 
Two of the defendants on the last conrt-day 
swore it would take but throe or four Iimirs for 
two men to clean it out. Jir Sniytldes, who 
visited it last week, lliids it would take vwo men 
a week. Plaintiffs claim as part ot the d, images 
for the time they have been idle, — since 1st M.av; 
hut this I c.annot allow, as f consider that unless 
they found that defendants were making som® 
provision to prevent further damage, with which 
plaintiffs were satisfied, they should have brought 
tlieir action at an earlier day. Ihit they are en- 
titled to somcihirtbcr sum than the actual cost of 
cleaning out tlic race. — Judgment for £8 ; costs 
of court, Ss. ; witnesses, £o IDs, ; and professional 
costs, £'J '2s.

FATAL ACCIDENT.

Telegraphy in New York. 

The New Fork correspondent of the Sydney 
Morning Rerald gives the following- account 
of the uses to which the telegraph is applied 
in the great Atlantic city : — “ We are going 
to have another development of the telegraph. 
Two years ago a company was formed to 
transmit momentarily to every broker's and 
speculator’s office in the city, the sales and 
prices of stock. One instrument in the Ex- 
change itself sent the news to all parts of 
the city simultaneously, and the ofiice instru- 
ments spontaneously printed the stock, price, 
and number of shares sold on a strip of run- 
ning tape. The cost was 300 dollars a year 
—say 26s. a week for each instrument. The 
company has been an immense success, and 
there is not now a fashionable restaurant or 
bar-room, much less newspaper-office or bank, 
which is not among its customers. A similar 
company is now to be organised ^r the con- 
venience of lawyers ; and the number of cases 
on; and the general progress of business, will 
be ticked from each court-room to every 
subscribing lawyer's office. This will save 
men of large practice an immense amount of 
time, now spent in waiting for their cases to 
be called. Still another company of a similar 
kind_ has been formed, for the purpose of 
providing messengers, or sending a doctor or 
the police to a private house. Every house 
that subscribes 250 dollars a month will be 
able to make telegraphic calls at any hour of 
the day or night for a doctor or the police, or 
one of the company’s messengers— the latter
